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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "control means" 
(claim 20), the "high pressure compressor" and low pressure compressor" (claims 22, 
23 and 24) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 2 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 attempt to claim different embodiments at the same time by 
identifying them with the different numbers, like "9 and 29" or "21 and 31" or "21 and 
31", which makes the claimed structure unascertainable. 

Regarding claims 1, 16, 17, 18 and 19, the phrase "the or each" renders the 
claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed 
(those encompassed by "the or each"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) 
unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

In claims 1, words "rotor ... is allocated to the rotor" and "stator... is allocated to 
the stator" are not understood. 

In claim 1, words on line 7 "whereby a generator" are nor understood since "one 
generator" is Identified on line 3 of the same claim and the alleged second generator is 
not provided in the language of the claim. 

Claimed structure of claim 2 is incomprehensible from the language of the claim. 

In claim 21, words "excess electrical energy., of the motor... driving the turbine 
rotor" is not understood. 
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In claim 23, "power equalization" has no structure to provide for a clear 
disclosure. 

Claims 20, 22 and 24 are indefinite because they depend on the rejected claim 
and do not correct the noted problem. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1, 2 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Franchet et al. (US 6,914,344) and further in view of common 
knowledge in the art. 

As broadly as they are claimed and can be understood, all claims read on prior 
art of record. Franchet teaches gas turbine with a generator rotor allocated to the 
turbine rotor and a generator stator allocated to the turbine stator, with the generator 
rotor allocated to the rotor blades, with fuel cooled windings and some secondary and 
common to any turbine features, essentially as claimed by the applicant, but Franchet 
fails to teach control means for coordinating electrical power between two stages of the 
turbine compressors and the auxiliary power usage. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design a gas turbine with a generator as taught by Franchet et 
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al. and to utilize the produced power for its operation and the external needs in order to 
satisfy system requirements, especially since applicant failed to show that his controls is 
any different from the commonly known and it is within capabilities of an ordinary skill in 
the art. 



Conclusion
